TNSCIUPTIONS  FROM  THE  LONG  SOCIETY  BURYINa 
GROUND,  PRESTON,  CONN. 


Long  Society  (CongTegational)  derived  its  name  from  its  loca- 
tion on  the  long,  narrow  strip  of  land  east  of  the  Thames  juid  She- 
tucket  rivers  which  formed  the  eastern  boundary  of  tlie  original 
town  of  Norwich  (then  nine  miles  square),  and  extended  from  the 
present  village  of  Poquetanuck  to  that  of  Plainfield.  The  church 
was  orgaiiized  in  1726,  under  the  pastoral  care  of  the  Rev.  Jabez 
Wight.  The  first  meeting-house  of  the  society  stood  where -to-day 
stands  its  successor,  about  three  miles  from  the  centre  of  the  city 
of  Norwich.  The  cliurch  yard,  from  which  many  of  tlie  older 
gravestones  have  disappeared,  lies  inunediateiy  in  the  rear  and  on 
both  sides  of  the  meeting-house.  When  Norwich  was  divided,  ii) 
178G,  Long  society  become  a  part  of  Preston.
